The. Breakdown of Piltdown 


Another plaster link in the fragile 
evolutionary chain has crumbled. There 
was an appropriate touch of humor in 
the United Press dispatch of November 
21 quoting researchers of the venerable 
British Museum. Said the report: “The 
British Museum said today someone used 
the jawbone of an ape to make monkeys 
out of scientists. Museum researchers 
said most of the skull of the Piltdown 
Man, long studied in world textbooks 
as a prehistoric specimen, is the ‘delib- 
erately faked’ jawbone of a chimpanzee 
or orangutan. “The hoax appears to have 
been so entirely unscrupulous and inex- 


plicable as to find no parallel in the his- 
tory of paleontological research,’ the re- 
searchers said. The Museum's spokesmen 
said the unknown pranksters planted the 
lower jawbone and canine tooth of a 
modern ape in the gravel pit at Piltdown, 
England, where parts of a thick, ap- 
parently human skull were found in 
1912.” On this flimsy base credulous 
scientists built a whole man. “Dr. Smith 
Woodward, of the British Museum, made 
a reconstruction of the fossil remains, 
representing an ape-man, with a brain 
capacity midway between the highest 
ape and the highest man. It has the 
steep forehead of the modern man, with 
scarcely any brow ridges, but the occiput 
slows that the neck was more like that 
of the ape. . . . Another reconstruction, 
giving a brain capacity slightly above 
that of the average modern man, was 
made by Prof. ‘Arthur Keith” (Nélson’s 
Encyclopedia). But now tests with 
flourine have shown that the jaw tooth 
did not belong to the same geological 
period as the rest of the skull, and that 
they were undoubtedly the bones of an 
ape. One Museum spokesman calls it 
“a major discovery,” and says, “I expect 
some changes will have to be made in 
the textbooks now.” Whatever humor

there is in this situation is grim, for 
the Piltdown Man has been one of the 
false guideposts by which the evolution- 
ists have led millions astray. No one 
can calculate the harm they have done 
in breaking down faith in the simple, 
dignified, and true account of creation 
in Genesis. Their theories have under- 
mined faith in the Bible, and this gave 
place to the pernicious idea that man is 
inherently good and has been getting 
steadily better, that there is no such 
thing as sin and man needs no Saviour, 
and that man can do as he pleases pro- 
vided his neighbor wil] let him. But this 
latest announcement in the realm of 
“science falsely so called” (1 Tim. 6:20) 
is a blow to the evolutionary theory, 
and therefore an indirect corroboration 
of the Genesis account of man’s origin. It 
reminds one of the Philistine idol, 
Dagon, who the first night “was fallen 
upon his face to the earth before the 
ark of the Lord,” and the second night 
had his head and hands “cut off upon 
the threshold; only the stump of Dagon 
was left to him” (1 Sam, 5:3, 4). It will 
give encouragement to all Christian 
teachers who have been holding out 
against the theory of evolution and 
standing by the Word of God.

“But that is abominable,” you say.

Who does 
not know that the psychology of defi- 
cient children has other secrets and 
other remedies? Let us hope that this 
story is one from the long distant past.” 

No, there is here neither barbarism 
nor outmoded pedagogy. This unhappy 
grandmother knew only too well to what 
sin leads. She was too firmly convinced 
of the consequences of a moral weak- 
ness, such as theft, to remain herself 
weak for a moment with her charge. 
She knew that a petty larceny leads too 
often to graver deviations. Thus the 
prisons are filled. One begins with an 
insignificant incident. The end can be a 
frightful drama, 


The child understood. For some time 
he came home, lighthearted and happy. 
But presently his pockets were filled 
anew. The grandmother noticed it, but 
dared say nothing. One day, however, 
she could stand it no longer. In pulling 
his handkerchief out of his pocket, the 
schoolboy drew out with it a knife and 
two balls, which rolled on the floor. 

“Empty your pockets!” ordered the 
grandmother. 

The child did so—a compass, a top, 
balls, an eraser, pennies, 

“Who gave you these things?” 

No answer. 

“Tell me. Where have you got them?” 

Still no reply. 

“Well, then, I shall do what I said I 
would.” 

She went after her knitting needle, 
slipped it into the fire by the grate of 
the open stove. She waited a moment. 
The steel reddened, whitened, paled. 
“Give me your hand,” she said firmly. 

White with fright, the child stretched 
out his hand. The grandmother took 
it, and said: “Listen, so that you may 
understand the gravity of your wicked- 
ness, that you may comprehend it and 
never forget it. That you may be cured 
of it, an example must be made! Look 
now.” 

Saying this she loosened the fingers 
of her little grandchild. She opened her 
own hand, and, drawing the knitting 
needle quickly from the fire, plunged it 
through her own thin palm. 

A little sizzling, a slight sharp odor, 
a little smoke. That was all. She drew 
it out again. Much moved, she showed 
the little thief her pierced hand. “Don’t 
take your eyes from it,” she said. 

The child, grown to manhood, told me 
this story. “That finished it,” he said. 
“From that day I understood. I realized 
the seriousness of my offense by what 
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it. cost one whom I loved. I saw at a 
glance the consequence of my act. In 
the eyes of my old granny, for a mo- 
ment overcome with pain which she had 
borne for me, I discovered that love 
was needed in self-sacrifice in order 
to pardon and heal. That was the end. 
Never since have I touched anything 
that did not belong to me. If ever 
tempted, I thought immediately of the 
dear hand pierced for mine. I saw again 
the beloved face in the consternation 
of suffering, and turned back.” 


You understand why I tell this story. 
God also has promised suffering and 
death to the sinner, terrible punish- 
ments more terrible than sin itself. Has 
He not reason to be severe when one 
thinks to what evil leads—hatred, ven- 
geance, misery, war, and all its abomi- 
nations? 

But when the time came to apply pun- 
ishment to those under His eternal curse, 
when the sinner was brought before Him, 
it was He who took the place of the 
sinner. And that great knitting needle 
which is called the cross—it was He 
who was transfixed by it in order to be 
able to show us His torn hand, forever 
recalling to us the price of our shame 
and our wrongdoing.

The Plague of “Frank” Literature 


It seems that your publication can 
do a great deal of good by working 
out a definite campaign against certain 
types of periodical literature. A more 
specific and frank approach is needed, 
both to counteract the ideas spread and 
to arouse Christian young people and 
their parents against these kinds of 
literature. 

I am specifically thinking of a type 
of article that has only recently be- 
come a veritable craze. These sex in- 
version articles, now a common fad, 
are doing everything in the power of 
their authors to persuade youth that 
moral restraint in dealing with the 
opposite sex is a sign and cause of per- 
version, that Christian homes are doing 
their young people great harm by 
showing them principles of restraint. 
The average Christian adult seldom 
has the time or curiosity to read these 
articles closely to see just how bad 
the situation is. However, young peo- 
ple do—on the average—have the time 
and curiosity to do so; but they lack 
the critical judgment to properly and 
safely interpret these articles... . 

Many youth leaders and counselors 
should make a definite study of the 
rationalizing involved in these articles

in order to counteract their misleading 
aspects and to find proper means of 
fighting this irresponsibility of writers 
and publishers. .. . 

Christian morality is a principle older 
than our Constitution, and conceived 
by the founding Fathers to be a basis 
underlying it. The Constitution can- 
not, therefore, be construed as giving 
the press a freedom to present morality 
as perversion, any more than it can 
be construed as giving the right to 
slander and libel an individual. Fur- 
thermore, the laws should not protect 
psychological “quackery” through the- 
press any more than they protect medi- 
cal practice by unqualified persons. 
Sunday school publications can and 
should stir up a campaign against this 
sort of thing immediately.—A Missouri 
reader. 


There is no wholesale way to stop the 
flow of filthy literature that is flooding 
our newsstands and bookstores, and 
seeping into homes through magazines 
sent on subscription. Like the trade in 
cigarettes, liquor, and the movie and 
theater industry, it thrives on perverted 
appetites of human nature. Just as ruth- 
less logging leads to soil erosion, so time- 
honored and Christian standards of mor- 
ality have been ruined by the pernicious 
teaching that man is merely a highly in- 
telligent animal, the product of millen- 
niums of evolution. Moreover, pub- 
lishers and newsstands will go as far as 
they dare in issuing rotten literature 
until specific complaints are made and 
pushed. Many Christians shrink from 
making such complaints because of the 
unpleasant publicity involved, or per- 
sonal danger, and the tiresome, ex- 
pensive, and sometimes hopeless job of 
proving in our courts today that any- 
thing in print is wrong. 

Frankness in literature and conversa- 
tion has gone too far. The only safe 
guide for Christians is the Bible, not 
only in what it says, but in what it does 
not say. The Bible deals plainly with 
many sins, but never calls them any- 
thing but sin; and these are never de- 
scribed in more detail than necessary. 
One radical difference between the 
Scripture and modern literature is that 
the former never incites to sin while 
the latter does. Wherever sex is dealt 
with in the Bible there is evidence of a 
holy reticence, and sometimes figurative 
terms are used, 

Doubtless children and young people 
looking forward to marriage need more 
definite instruction than was given fifty 
or seventy-five years ago, but the best 
place to give it is in the home, and the 
best ones to give it are the father and 
mother. Here, frankness is necessary, 
and questions should be freely answered. 
But today Christians need to be on their 
guard against the alarming increase in 
the free and open discussion of many 
forms of immorality. This begins under 
the guise of liberty, and soon degener- 
ates into license. It opens the door for

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IV. The Christ-Centered Life 


How it is controlled by the Holy Spirit 





W: HAYE been considering in 
these articles the various phases 
of the Christ-centered life. We 
shal] now think about its control, which 
is the Holy Spirit. First of all, let me 
remind you that the Holy Spirit, or, as 
He is sometimes referred to, the Spirit 
of God, is not a mysterious influence, 
but a person, the third member of the 
Trinity. He is first mentioned in the 
first chapter of Genesis, where He is 
spoken of as moving or “brooding” over 
the face of the waters, when the earth 
was still “waste and void.” Al] the way 
through the Old Testament, in which He 
is mentioned over eighty times, we find 
Him especially in contact with man as 
the agent of revelation, that is, of mak- 
ing known to man the will and the pur- 
poses of God, 


The Spirit’s Influence in Christ’s Ministry. 


In the New Testament, where He is 
spoken of nearly two hundred times, we 
find Him as the One Who was ever pres- 
ent with the Lord Jesus Christ during 
His earthly life and ministry, guiding 
and directing Him, and it was through 
the Spirit’s power that He spoke and 
wrought His miracles. It was through 
the selfsame Spirit that He offered Him- 
self an eternal sacrifice, and it was also 
through the power of the Holy Spirit 
that He was raised again from the dead 
and declared to be the Son of God with 
power. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that He who did so much through the 
power of the Holy Spirit in order, I be- 
lieve, to give to mankind an example 
of what God was willing to do in the 
heart and life of any man who would 
surrender himself to God completely 
and seek to live out his life according 
to the divine will—it is not surprising 
that He promised that, on His return to 
the Father, He would send to His dis- 
ciples the Holy Spirit, who would abide 
with them and be in them. After His 
resurrection, when He appeared to the 
little band of amazed disciples in the 
upper room, He said, “Receive ye the 
Holy Spirit” and breathed on them (John 
20:22); and later He promised that they 
would receive power when the Spirit 
had come upon them and would be His 
witnesses in Jerusalem, in all Judea and 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost parts 
of the earth.

the apostles, were filled with the Spirit 
and spoke in tongues as they proclaimed 
the Gospel to the thousands of pious

“This abiding condition of being full 
of the Spirit,” wrote Evan Hopkins, 
“should characterize every child of 
God at all times and in all circum- 
stances. It is not a privilege that 
belongs only to a favored few, nor is 
it something to be expected only at 
certain seasons, and under peculiar 
circumstances... The normal condi- 
tion of the believer may be illus- 
trated by a vessel filled with water 
to the brim. This does not render 
him independent of further supplies, 
nor does it make him self-satisfied. 
On the contrary, to be thus ‘full’ 
is to be conscious of one’s own utter 
insufficiency, and the necessity of 
God’s sustaining and renewing grace, 
moment by moment. It is the soul 
who is ‘full of the Holy Ghost’ who 
really looks up, and trusts with child- 
like simplicity, for the momentary 
supply.. These ‘fillings’ come just 
when God sees they are needed; and 
then it is that the soul overflows 
with those ‘rivers of living water’ 
which our Lord declared should be 
the characteristic of Pentecostal 
days.”

Tabernacles. It was under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit that they went out 
and, in the words of their enemies, 
“turned the world upside down” with 
their preaching. It has always been un- 
der the guidance of that same Holy Spirit 
that the great revivals of church history 
have taken place, and that holy men of 
God have undertaken new activities and 
dared new dangers in order to proclaim 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ to all the

The Lord Jesus made it very plain 
that the Holy Spirit would be the con- 
trolling influence in the lives of His 
followers, especially as they undertook 
the tremendous task on which He had 
sent them of the evangelization of the 
world.

He 
shall glorify me: for he shall take of 
mine, and shall declare it unto you.” 
These verses make very plain that one

function of the Holy Spirit, as the Spirit 
of truth, is to guide us into all the truth. 
Just as He was the agent of revelation 
in the Old Testament, so now He it is 
who will enlighten the eyes of our under- 
standing and make us to apprehend 
the meaning of God’s Word and then 
apply it to our own lives. As part of 
this, it is His work to make real to us 
the things of Christ. As He dwells in 
our hearts He will make Christ Jesus 
Himself real to us, so that we shall come 
to know Him in the glory of His person 
and in all His righteousness and beauty 
and sympathy and love. Paul says in 
Romans 8:14, “As many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, these are sons of God.” 
It is the mission of the Holy Spirit not 
only to reveal to us the things of Christ 
and to lead us into a deeper knowledge 
of the Lord Himself, of His provisions, 
and His plans for us, but also to lead us 
in regard to the daily decisions\of our 
lives which we are called upon to make. 
He does this both in regard to the major 
and more important questions and also 
to the smaller details, which at the time 
may seem to us unimportant, but in real- 
ity go to make up life itself, and upon 
which depend the outcome of our work 
and the atmosphere of our homes and 
our relationships to others. 


The Spirit’s Sphere in Believers’ Lives 

Another great sphere of the Holy 
Spirit’s activity in the lives of believers 
is that of enabling them to carry out 
what they have learned to recognize as 
God’s will for them. Living the Chris- 
tian life as God has planned it is doing 
the impossible, for it is living on a plane 
which is fae beyond that which, any of 
us may attain, however good we may be 
in and of ourselves. Just as we are 
saved only through the supernatural 
work of God in our hearts, enabling us 
to take hold of His promises and accept 
His Son, so also we can live according 
to His will only through the 4uper- 
natural work of God’s grace in our 
hearts by the Holy Spirit, moment by 
moment and day by day. 

In two places Paul speaks of the power 


. of the Holy Spirit as applied to our 


hearts. In his Letter to the Ephesians 
he prays that they might know “the 
exceeding greatness of his power to us- 
ward who believe,” and then goes on to 
point out that that power is that which 
was wrought in Christ Jesus when it 
raised Him from the place of absolute 
helplessness, the tomb, and set Him far 
above all principality and power and 
might and dominion and every name 
that is named, at the right hand of God. 
Later on in the same Epistle, Paul speaks

for example, a mechanical grabber 
which will reach across a swamp sixty 
feet and pull out a tree like a bad tooth; 
also a two-bladed saw that cuts through 
a tree and leaves it standing. Purpose: 
to clean out jungles. A portable mill 
is being designed to work up lumber 
in the forest.. Mr. Le “Tourneau is a 
man of Henry Ford type, pioneer in new 
fields. 

Yet. he has been the target of mis- 
representation from the Modernist press. 
He is a preacher of free grace and dying 
love, a supporter of evangelical work, 
a leader in the Christian Business Men’s 
Committee. Of the conventions of this 
last organization he says: “Too many 
Christian businessmen begin to think 
they are the only ones left, and become 
discouraged. By coming to these con- 
ventions, they find the Lord still has his 
forty thousand who have not ‘bowed the 
knee to Baal.’” 

Mr. Le Tourneau’s extensive operations 
in Liberia are to be duplicated in East- 
ern Peru on the borders of Brazil. There 
he has been granted a million acres of 
jungle land for clearing and develop- 
ment. This has excited the animosity of 
a Consortium of Catholic engineers, 
which sees in it a missionary project; 
which indeed it is. Mr. Le Tourneau 
says, “While it is a business deal, I’m 
a man who mixes business with re- 
ligion.” This religion includes a better 
standard of living for these impover- 
ished Peruvians. Not so their present 
religion! 


After France, Colombia.—The kidnap- 
ing of two Jewish boys, the Finaly 
brothers, by Roman Catholics, caused 
great sensation in France, and the 
Roman Catholic authorities were obliged 
to surrender their prey. 

Now comes word of the kidnaping of 
two Protestant children in Colombia, 
Abraham and Obdulio Morales, on the 
seventh of July last, and their incarcera- 
tion, the word is not too strong consid- 
ering their treatment, in a Catholic or- 
phanage in San Jose, Manizales. They 
are eleven and twelve years respectively, 
and were surrendered to a Jesuit priest 
by the head of the public school they 
were attending. 

Their father, a farmer with a large 
family, was a Protestant. Three years 
ago he was attacked by a gang of eight 
Catholics and shot. As he died they 


shouted, “That is for being a Protes- 
tant.” 

The appeal of the mother for the re- 
turn of her sons was roughly denied by 
the local judge, who abused her for her 


“heresy,” and declared he had authority 
to seize all Protestant children in the 
Department of Caldas, 


Some years ago, by the will of a Palm- 
olive Soap magnate, money was left to 
missions, presumably Mexican, and an 
unexpected boycott of Palmolive soap 
followed in Mexico. Our State Depart- 
ment representative in Mexico quickly 
got in touch with Archbishop Martinez, 
and the boycott, which had cut soap 
sales in half, was lifted. 


They do this for soap. No influence 
is anywhere exerted in behalf of a poor 
widow facing an unjust judge. 


President Pusey of Harvard vs. Presi- 
dent Eliot.—Seven million is to be raised 
for the expanded Harvard Divinity 
School, The first million has not yet 
been reached. That it can never be 
other than a Unitarian school is made 
more certain by the appointment of 
Messrs. Fosdick, Van Dusen, and Oxnam 
to its directorate. 

The new president of Harvard is an 
Episcopalian, the first Harvard presi- 
dent to date not a Unitarian. The Epis- 
copal Church in Massachusetts has 
drawn off from Unitarianism, during the 
past century, most of the leading Uni- 
tarian, families and, even after death, 
many prominent Unitarians as James 
Russell Lowell and Joseph H. Choate, 
have preferred to be buried from Epis- 
copal churches. This trend made Presi- 
dent Eliot himself very hostile to Epis- 
copalianism, -That his successor in the 
Harvard presidency should attack his 
Unitarianism as false and useless must 
be painful to Unitarians of today. Presi- 
dent Pusey says of Eliot, “He would 
have considered the doctrine, central to 
generations of believers, that Christ 
came into the world to save sinners as 
so much twaddle.” 

That this is true is a matter of record. 
At a mass meeting in Symphony Hall, 
Boston, Eliot, in his arrogant fashion, 
Said: 

“We have come hither in mass, first 
to rejoice and give thanks together for 
our deliverance from all the creeds and 
dogmas of the older churches . . . and 
from those conceptions of Deity which 
are implied in the words propitiation, 
expiation, and vicarious atonement.” 

Which is precisely Dr, Fosdick’s point 
of view. Further, President Eliot re- 
nounced hope of future life, while para- 
doxically insisting that Unitarianism was 
“a blessed faith to live and die by.” 
“The new religion will not attempt to 
reconcile men and women to present ills 
by promises of future blessedness, either 
for themselves or others. Such promises

For two generations this Goliath paced 
the New England stage denouncing evan- 
gelical Christianity. 

President Pusey’s orientation appears 
quite different. “I do not want to slip 
into President Eliot’s error by seeming 
to imply that all that is lacking is knowl- 
edge. It is, rather, faith. 

“Theology should not be thought of 
as a minor intellectual exercise among 
other intellectual exercises. It is ex- 
pected to carry an answer in the knowl- 
‘edge, but also in the love, of God. 

“I do not wish to argue that there is 
any Christian truth different from other 
intellectual exercises. But it is necessary 
to recognize that truth can be lost in a 
formless and uninformed faith.” 

These, at Harvard, are revolutionary 
That they could be standard 
in any “revitalized school of religious 
learning” at the Harvard Divinity 
School would indeed be a miracle. Ap- 
pleton Chapel, the University church, 
is legally protected to prevent its slip- 
ping out of Unitarian control. The pre- 
sumption is that the same holds true 
of the Harvard Divinity School.

leaders, of waterfront racketeering, of 
espionage, of Communist infiltration in 
many directions, of Catholic massacre in 
Colombia and Croatia, of unnecessary 
and exhausting wars, of the vast armies 
of hopeless alcoholics, of increasing 
juvenile delinquency and ever mounting 
crime, of the persistence of disease in 
forms old and new. ~ 

We believe that Paul’s Letters are 
surer guides than Kiplinger’s, and Paul 
said that in the last days “evil men and 
seducers shall wax worse and worse”; 
that “perilous times shall come.” 


Opinions, Ancient and Modern.—The 
Rt. Rev. Dr. W. S. Kerr, Bishop of Down 
and Dromore, Anglican, is quoted ap- 
provingly in the Ulster wet publication, 
Northern Light, as saying: “You should 
remember that a man is free, and if his 
conscience allows him to take half a 


glass of whisky . . . you have no right 
to condemn him.” Certainly a voice from 
the dim past! 


The French Roman Catholic Episco- 
pate is more enlightened. In a recent 
statement it appeals to Roman Catholics 
of France as follows: 

“In order to safeguard the future of 
our country, the health of the race, the 
dignity of human personality, the moral- 
ity of youth, the stability of a united and 
fruitful family, we give a cry of alarm 
in this declaration regarding the fright- 
ful ravages of alcoholism in our coun- 
try. It is high time that public opin- 
ion be alerted and take conscience of 
the extent of the plague. Private (finan- 
cial) interests are not to be regarded 
when public weal is at stake. The ex- 
ploitation of a vice or feebleness of a 
human being is a scandal which honesty 
rebukes and morality condemns. 

“All classes are attainted, and, trou- 
bling fact, young girls and women seem 
unconscious of the risks they are run- 
ning. Let the militants of Catholic Ac- 
tion, both men and women, have the 
courage to organize liberation from the 
servitude which the abuse of cocktails 
and other fatal drinks impose in worldly 
and family gatherings.” 

This Appeal makes clear the truth of 
what Professor Dr. Perrin has recently 
said: “The movement [antialcohol opin- 
ion] arising in France takes ever greater 
amplitude. It embraces a public in- 
finitely vaster than the abstinent minor- 
ity. That which has drawn the adhesion 
of this public is not an ideology which, 
as Frenchmen, they are inclined to dis- 
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trust. It is facts, facts easily proved, Itisa 
proved fact that there is a physical and 
psychical deterioration due to alcohol, 
which corrodes an important section of 
French population. These facts have been 
laid bare, not by theoreticians, but by ex- 
perienced investigators, economists, soci- 
ologists, and physicians.” 

France is but a few minutes from Eng- 
land by airmail, yet it takes years for 
important Continental information on 
this and other subjects to reach England. 
This is true, a fortiori, of the United 
States. For example, French science 
completely demonetizes the alcohol sci- 
ence of the Yale Alcohol Center. Yet 
so little is America aware of this that 
the Board of Temperance of the Meth- 
odist Church, in its recent publication 
“Doing Something About Alcohol,” pub- 
lishes a bibliography for temperance 
workers which actually lists these Yale 
publications as worthy of consideration, 
together with such silly wet propaganda 
as “Alcohol, the Servant of Man.” 

Of the great weapons which have been 
forged in Europe in the last ten years, 
it gives no intimation in its five crowded 
pages of titles. 

That is why the American movement 
against drink is stalled and condemned 
to recurring defeats. 


Maximiliano Vaquez was the young 
pastor of a Pilgrim Holiness Church in 
Guatemala. He undertook to preach the 
Gospel of Christ in the open air and was 
stoned and beaten to death outside his 
own home. His child escaped, having 
been hid.under a mattress. The fifty 
members of his church fled, while the 
mob looted the church building. 

A procession of two thousand fol- 
lowed the martyr’s coffin to the grave. 
The parish priest, who incited the mur- 
der, is in hiding in a Guatemala church. 

Week after week one reads of like 
Catholic murders. Now comes the re- 
port that the Commission on Faith and 
Order of the World Council of Churches 
joins Roman Catholics in prayer for the 
unity of Christ “observed from the Feast 
of St. Peter’s Chair in Rome.” The 
World Council of Churches is described 
by the late Catholic Father Couturier, 
in an Officially imprimatured Roman 
Catholic handbook, as “manifestly a great 
work of the Holy Spirit.” 


“The Gift,” Father Chiniquy’s address 
to Catholics, is now translated into five 
languages, including Spanish and Italian. 
Mr. Kruse of the Continental Press, 125 
N. Eighth St., Philadelphia 6, who dis- 
tributes it, sends me some tributes to 
its effectiveness among Catholics: 

From Port de Paix, Haiti, one writes: 
“*The Gift’ is having a tremendous effect 
upon the people wherever it has been 
distributed. As someone: has said re- 
cently of one of the towns near here, 
‘The town is upset as a result of that 
tract. The Lord is working in hearts 
as the truth is revealed to them in such 
striking and convincing fashion.” 
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Peter Golinski, evangelist in Haiti: “The 
tract, ‘The Gift,’ is being received without 
interference, and is being used greatly, 
especially among the higher society. 
The Roman Church is certainly furious. 
Many priests have warned their mem- 
bers against it. In the town of St. Lor- 
ris, the booklet caused such a stir that 
it forced the priest to start selling Bibles 
to prove that the Roman Church did not 
oppose Bible reading. 

“Last week at St. Mar, I saw a hunger 
and thirst after righteousness such as 
I’ve never seen before in all my days. 
We can say with certainty that the book- 
let has, had a good part in causing this 
desire for God and His Word.” 

A Christian Servicemen’s Center 
speaks of a Catholic who was converted 
by reading “The Gift” and is asking for 
copies for his friends. A young Mexi- 
can writes: “I have confessed to the 
priest many times, but never experienced 
joy therefrom. But there came a day, 
after much struggle with myself, alone 
and praying, I felt the Spirit of the Lord 
enter me. Ah, sirs, what joy I have 
felt since that day!” 

He bears the name Jesus, as so 
commonly in Spanish-speaking lands. 
Through Chiniquy’s tract he has found 
Jesus. 

“The Gift” is available at 5 cents each; 
more than one, 3% cents each; 100 for 
$3; 1,000 for $20. 

The fifth language into which it is 
being translated is Cebuano Visayan for 


-seven millions speaking that tongue in 


the Philippines. (In the Cebuano trans- 
lation the cost is a little higher: 5 cents 
each; 100 for $3.50; 1,000 for $30.) 


News From the Tzeltels of Southern 
Mexico.—For many years they wor- 
shiped a book, a sixteen-page parchment 
notebook, with a few lists of supplies, 
jotted down by a government official 
two hundred and fifty years ago, They 
called it “Our Lord,” and its worship 
was accompanied with the burning of 
candles and of incense, with debauchery 
and drunkenness. We have told how al- 
most three thousand are now believers 
and transformed from their former ways. 

Some have been killed in subsequent 
persecutions; others imprisoned. When 
brought to court they appeared with 
Gospels and hymnbooks where their en- 
emies carried guns. "Then after making 
their defense they adjourned to the pub- 
lic square and, kneeling, prayed for the 
conversion of their persecutors. 

The liquor dealers, who were threat- 
ened with ruin, set fire to their mud- 
walled, thatch-roofed church, which 
accommodated about a thousand wor- 
shipers. Only the little organ and a 
few benches were rescued. Again the 
people knelt, this time asking God to 
forgive those who had so heartlessly 
destroyed the self-sacrificing work of 
their hands. P

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
HILE we are going through the 
V V Gospel of St. John chapter by 
chapter, it will be well to have 
a comprehensive view of ‘the whole. The 
number of times that.John refers to our 
Lord as “the light” in chapter one (vs. 
4, 5, 7, 8, 9), and the fact that our Lord 
calls Himself “the light of the world” in 
8:12 and 9:5, would justify us in regard- 
ing “Christ the Light” as the theme of 
this Gospel. With this in mind we may 
outline the progress of the Book as 
follows: 
1. The Light breaks upon the darkness 
(1: 1-51) 
2. The Light in conflict with the dark- 
ness (2:1 to 12:50) 
3. The Light dispelling the darkness (13: 
1 to 17:26) 
4. The Light triumphant over the dark- 
ness (18:1 to 21:25) 

The first of these divisions opens with 
the prologue (1:1-18), where the Light 
is introduced as (1) eternal, (2) incar- 
nate. Following the prologue we see the 
Light introduced by several witnesses. 

The second division traces the struggle 
of our Lord with the blindness of the 
Jewish leaders, a struggle which in- 
creases in intensity, rising to a mighty 
crescendo as the day of the Cross ap- 
proaches. 

In the third division we see our Lord 
in the company of His apostles, dispel- 
ling the gloom of their souls in the in- 
cidents and converse of the upper room, 


“ < “ < 
culminating in the wonderful, high 
priestly prayer of chapter 17. 

The fourth division sees our Lord 
plunged into the darkness of Calvary, 
but coming forth in resurrection power 
and giving “many infallible proofs” to 
His disciples. The Gospel ends with an 
epilogue (chap. 21), in which Peter is 
restored to apostleship by the risen Lord 
and the evangelist declares that His ac- 
count is (1) true, but (2) fractional (21: 
24, 25). 

Today’s lesson is in division two, but 
here the Lord has a brief respite from con- 
troversy, as He passes through Samaria, 
and there has gracious dealings, first 
with the sinful woman of Sychar, and 
then with the townspeople. It was a 
happy interlude, and one suspects that 
the Samaritan awakening recorded in 
Acts 8 was not unrelated to this visit. 


Verse by Verse 

John 4:27.—“His disciples . .. mar- 
velled that he talked with the woman.” 
Read with the A.S.V., “They marvelled 
that he was speaking with a woman,” 
for what rabbi would stoop to converse 
with a woman thus met “by chance”? 

Verse 28.—“The woman then left her 
waterpot, and went her way ,. .” While 
leaving her waterpot ‘was an act of 
excited forgetfulness, it was still a sym- 
bolic act. Whoso has the spring of living 
water within him needs no waterpot. 

Verse 29.—“Come, see a man, which 
told me all things that ever I did.” In 
the one statement of verse 18 Jesus had 
laid bare the whole sordid story. It 
was a case of Hebrews 4:13. 

Verse 30.—“Then they .. . came unto 
him.” The’ woman’s testimony brought 


. 


her fellow townspeople flocking—some 
unconvinced, perhaps, but with open, 
questioning minds. 

Verse 31.—“His disciples prayed him 
. . . Master, eat.” To the disciples, who 
had returned from the village with pro- 
visions, eating was the one business of 
the hour. 

Verse 32.—“I have meat to eat that ye 
know not of.” Man is more than body, 
and as there are deeper hungers, so 
there are deeper satisfactions. If the 
thought of Christ receiving meat from 
the “woman” entered their minds they 
would not express it. “Any,»man” (v. 
33) was all they dared to say. 


Verse 34.—“My meat is to do the will 
of him that sent me, and to finish his 
work.” Here is the expression of com- 
plete consecration. Notice, His “meat” 
was not preaching, teaching, or even 
soul-winning, as such, but “the will of 
God,” whatever that might be. 

Verse 35.—“Lift up your eyes, and look 
on the fields; for they are white already 
to harvest.” The first reference is, of 
course, to the harvest of grain. Since 
harvest was in April and May this event 
would be in January. But Jesus points 
out the greater harvest, now ripe—men 
ready for the word of the Gospel. Did 
He see the Samaritans approaching? 
(v. 40.) 

Verse 36.—“. . . both he that soweth 
and he that reapeth may rejoice to- 
gether.” Westcott suggests the transfer 
of “already” from verse 35 to the be- 
ginning of verse 36. There is present 
reward for the soul-winner, and an en- 
during one. The sowing seems to refer 
to the prophets of the Old Testament, 
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the reaping to the witnesses of the New 
Testament. © 

Verse 37.—“And herein is that saying 
true, One soweth, and another reapeth.” 
We indeed reap the harvest of the toil 
of those who have gone before. 

Verse 38.—“. . . other men laboured, 
and ye are entered into their labours.” 
Again the reference seems to be to the 
preparatory work of the Old Testament 
prophets, upon which the work of the 
Gospel was built. 

Verse 39.—“Many of the Samaritans 

. believed on him for the saying of 
the woman.” Some were led to faith 
through the personal testimony of the 
woman. The power of a faithful witness 
is indeed great. 

Verse 40.—“They besought him that he 
would tarry with them.” A Saviour 
who could so transform one of the town 
sinners was not one to be lightly turned 
away. Compare this with Matthew 8:34. 

Verse 41—“And many more believed 
because of his own word.” The testi- 
mony of the woman predisposed some 
to hear the word of Christ Himself, and 
they were convinced by what they heard 
from His own lips. 

Verse 42.—‘Now we believe ... for 
we have heard him ourselves .. . the 
Christ, the Saviour of the world.” Per- 
haps they did not want to appear too 
credulous, éspecially on the word of such 
a character as this woman. At any rate, 
they sought a first-hand faith, 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Jesus was just as hungry as the dis- 
ciples when they left Him sitting on 
Jacob’s well while they went into the vil- 
lage of Sychar to buy provision for a 
meal. But when they returned, He had 
little appetite for food. Instead of re- 
ceiving them and their provision eagerly, 
He seemed to be looking off into the far 
distances,’and when they tried to recall 
Him to the matter which was urgent to 
them, He replied, “I have meat to eat 
that ye know not of.” Another occupa- 
tion had dissipated His desire for food. 

This is not an unusual situation. Gon- 
tran de Poncins and Lewis Galantiére 
in their book “Kabloona,” declare that 
they have seen half a dozen Eskimos 
devour fifty pounds of meat at one meal. 
They love to eat. Yet these same men 
have been known to stand almost mo- 
tionless, bent over a seal-hole for many 
hours, even into days, forgetful of hun- 
ger, in their intense eagerness to spear 
a great seal. 

It was a different sort of occupation 
which banished natural appetite from 
our Lord that day. “My meat,” He de- 
clared, “is to do the will of him that 
sent me, and to finish his work.” Per- 
haps you have heard it said of some 
preachers that they would rather preach 
than eat. But notice that it was not 
preaching, or teaching, or even soul- 
winning in itself, that was Jesus’ higher 
meat. It was the will of God, which, of

course, included all these. And we must 
remember that that all-absorbing will 
of God meant for our Lord Gethsemane 
and Calvary. 4 

There is tragedy in that statement, “I 
have meat to eat that ye know not of.” 
The Lord Jesus stood alone in this ab- 
sorbing and consuming zeal for the will 
of God. Does He still stand alone in 
this? Or are there some of us who, in 
some measure at least, have joined Him 
in this holy passion? Is the will of God 
to us more than our necessary food? 

In line with this difference between 
our Lord and His disciples is this other: 
they had eyes for a material harvest 
four months away, while the Saviour had 
eyes for a spiritual harvest, even now 
waiting for reapers. And still many 
who call Him Lord are all occupied 
with the returns from their investments, 
this year, next year, ten years from 
now, while harvests of souls, white now 
in their readiness, threaten tg be black- 
ened for lack of reaping. Japan, India, 
Africa, call loudly, “Now!” Tomorrow 
may be too late.

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effects of winning one soul to Christ. 
It may be the first fruits of a great 
harvest. Jesus took time to deal pa- 
tiently and faithfully with one woman, 
for one soul is precious to Him. But 
He knew also that the conversion of 
this woman would stir the town. Her 
testimony had immediate effect. It con- 
vinced some, and stirred the interest 
of others. When our Lord saw the popu- 
lace of Sychar hurrying toward the well, 
He cried, “Harvest!” And surely He 
saw in that group the promise of “a 
great multitude, which no man could 
number, of all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues,” climbing the 
steeps of Light The Highland minister 
who complained to his elders that just 
“one wee laddie” had been converted dur- 
ing the year did not realize that that “wee 
laddie” was the first fruits of a mighty 
harvest—for he was Jimmie Chalmers, 
known in the world of missions as Chal- 
mers of New Guinea. 

Personal Evangelism. Our Lord is the 
master soul-winner, and John’s Gospel 
is rich in incidents of His dealings with 
individuals. The stories of Nicodemus 
and the Samaritan woman offer a won- 
derful study in contrast. Nicodemus 
came seeking; the other was a “chance” 
meeting on the woman’s part. With 
Nicodemus it was a case of rabbi meet- 
ing rabbi (although Jesus was not a rabbi 
of the schools); in the case of the other, 
three serious barriers had to be broken 
through—the sex barrier, the race bar- 
rier, and the moral barrier. Had Jesus 
been as other ’rabbis, He never would 
have addressed this woman at all. Our 
Lord’s approach to Nicodemus was direct, 
Ignoring his compliments, Jesus used 
the shock method—“Ye must be born 
again.” With the woman He used the 
indirect approach, using his own physical 
thirst as a means of reaching the 
woman’s spiritual thirst. With both He 
climaxed His conversation with clear, 
simple, but majestic truth—with Nico- 
demus, the truth of the saving sacrifice; 
with the woman, the truth of His own 
Messiahship. As for results: in the case 
of Nicodemus they became apparent 
later. and gradually, while the Samaritan 
woman immediately believed and started 
witnessing. In neither case did Jesus 
use “high-pressure” methods. 


Practical Applications 

“The true light now shineth” (1 John 
2:8). Does He shine in your heart? 

There is no place for petty prejudices 
in the work of the Gospel. Every man 
is a soul for whom Christ died,

Revive 
Christian faith and conduct everywhere, 
and bring in the Kingdom of our Lord 
that Thy name may be magnified in the 
earth by all men. Hear us for Thy Son’s 
sake. Amen. 

After the Lésson.—Listen to the cer- 
tainty in our Golden Text. “Now we 
believe, not because of thy saying: for 
we have heard him ourselves, and know 
that this is indeed the Christ, the Sav- 
iour of the world.” There is nothing 
equal to hearing Him ourselves to make 
us sure the Saviour is all that is claimed 
for Him. These Samaritans first be- 
lieved the report the woman brought 
of the Saviour. They acted on the good 
news she brought and came to Christ 
themselves, and their experience with 
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Him proved all they had been told of Him 


was true. By coming to the Lord them- 
selves they passed from believing truth 


about Christ to knowing and proving , 


Him in their own experience. We all 
begin to believe on the Saviour by hear- 
ing the truth about Him from others, 
from what the Scripture writers tell 
of Him, and what we are taught by 
teachers and parents. That sort of faith,

faith at second hand, is good as far as 
it goes, but it should lead us to do what 
the Samaritans did, to come to the Sav- 
iour ourselves. When we do so, we pass 
from knowing truth about Him as told 
by others to knowing Him and proving 
Him ourselves. It is good to come to 
Sunday school and learn the truth about 
the Saviour. But don’t stop at that, Get 
to know Him for yourself by trusting 
your soul to Him and putting your life 
under His control. Then you will be 
‘able to say to your teacher and pastor, 
“Now we believe, not because of thy 
saying: for ‘we have heard him our- 
Selves, and know that this is indeed the 
Christ, the Saviour of the world.”

The Busy Men's Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“His disciples . . . marvelled that he 
talked with the woman...” (John 4:27). 
—A visit to Samaria, and a conversa- 
tion with the priest, satisfied me that 
the Samaritans are a strange people. 
(Read 2 Kings 17 for the divinely in- 
spired account of their history.) 

The first five Books constitute their 
Bible. They observe a passover, but not 
in Jerusalem; and not on the date ap- 
pointed by the Lord. They offered a 
goat on a crude altar on Mount Gerizim, 

“Samaritan” was a term of opprobrium, 
which the Jews applied to the Lord Jesus 
to manifest their hatred of Him (John 
8: 48). 

Our Lord in His parable of the Good 
Samaritan, and by His personal visit 
to Samaria, ignored the man-made bar- 
rier between Jews and Samaritans. 
After His resurrection, He commissioned 
His disciples to be witnesses to Him in 
Samaria. Philip obeyed and experienced 
great blessing (Acts 8). 

“Come, see a man _.. is not this the 
Christ?” (John 4:29.) The Samaritan 
woman believed in His humanity and in 
His deity! To her, He was both man 
and Christ. She saw Him a weary trav- 
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eler, sitting on the well. She heard Him 
ask her for a drink of water. She car- 
ried on a conversation with Him. She 
was thoroughly convinced that He was 
a real man—not a spirit—not a phantom 
—not an apparition, 

And when He unrolled the scroll of 
her life to her, revealing everything she 
had ever done; she knew He was more 
than man. He was Christ, the Anointed 
—the Messiah. Very God and very man! 
Her perception of Him was progressive. 
At first, He was simply “a Jew” (v. 9); 
then “a prophet” (v. 19); and finally, 
“the Christ” (v. 29). 

A missionary was addressing a group 
of nationals, pointing out the great dif- 
ference between God and gods, when a 
man in the congregation—a _ perfect 
stranger to the Gospel—tuyurned to him 
and said, “If God never became man, I 
should like to ask you how you can 
know anything about Him.” Happily the 
missionary was able to say, “I bring you 
the great and good news that God did 
become man in the person of Jesus 
Christ, hence we can know Him!” 

“I have meat to eat that ye know not 
of” (John 4:32). The disciples coming 
upon the scene marveled that the Lord 
talked with the Samaritan woman, but 
said nothing about it; but they did urge 
Him to eat. It was then they heard of 
meat concerning which they were totally 
ignorant. Being curious they asked Him 
about it, and heard Him say, “My meat 
is to do the will of him that sent me, 
and to finish his work.” 

Praise the Lord that they did not al- 
ways remain ignorant of that “meat.” 
After His resurrection, they knew what 
it was to seek His will in their service, 
and do it. No Christian should be igno- 
rant of that “meat” today, 

To a severely afflicted man the ques- 
tion was put, “Do you see any special 
reason for this sore trial?” He answered, 
“No, but I am as well satisfied as if I 
saw a thousand, for my Father’s will is 
the perfection of reason.” 

A stricken wife, standing beside the 
coffin of her husband, said to a friend: 
“There lies my husband, my only earthly 
support, my most faithful friend; but 
I must not forget that there lies also 
the will of God, and that will is perfect 
love.” By faith, she saw the blessing 
in what appeared to her the wreck of 
all her happiness. 


“Look on the fields; for they are white 
already to harvest” (John 4:35). There 
was a saying among the Orientals that 
there were four months to wait after 
planting, before they could reap the har- 
vest; but the Lord reminded them that 
spiritually here was a harvest following 
almost immediately after planting—and 
associated therewith were wages and re- 
wards. 

At this point, the eyes of the disciples 
must have opened wide, for as the Lord 
spoke to them, a great procession of 
Samaritan men came to Him. They lis- 
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tened to His message and “many be- 
lieved on him” for the saying of the 
woman who testified, saying, “Come, see 
a man, which told me all things that 
ever I did.” Many others believed “be- 
cause of his own word.” 

It didn’t take long for that harvest 
to ripen, and it didn’t take long for that 
perfect Reaper to gather in the sheaves. 
He went forth weeping, bearing precious 
seed, and came again with rejoicing, 
bringing His sheaves with Him (Psa. 
126: 6). 

I received a letter recently from a 
reader who didn’t believe that anyone 
was ever saved suddenly, or in a short 
space of time. To her way of thinking, 
salvation was a long, drawn-out process 
of “keeping the commandments.” 

It was a pleasure to remind her of the 
sudden conversion of the penitent thief, 
and of the three thousand on the day 
of Pentecost, and of the Samaritans; also 
of Cornelius and his household, and of 
the Philippian jailer and his household. 

But not all harvests ripen speedily. 
Where is the evangelist or personal 
worker who has not seen some imme- 
diate results—and yet on the other hand 
has had to wait years to see the fruit 
of his other labors? But if one is only 
a sower, and another a reaper, both shall 
rejoice together in the great harvest 
home! A little boy planted a single seed 
in a bank of earth. It grew, budded, and 
blossomed into sweet, blue violets. In 
the course of years that bank was cov- 
ered with a lovely bed of violets. 

The boy, now a grown man, returned 
from a foreign country and visited the 
spot of his childhood; and realizing what 
had happened, exclaimed, “T’ll never 
waste a seed.” Every sower of the Word 
of God will be a reaper sooner or later!

Say, Fellows,—

AY, fellows, in this account of Jesus 

and the woman at the well of Sychar, 
(Jacob’s Well)’ there are at least four 
exceedingly interesting phases, any one 
of which is worthy of the whole lesson 
time. They are (1) Concentration.— 
That Jesus would spend His time talking 
to this woman—and a depraved woman 
at that; (2) Proclamation—The manner 
in which the woman was moved to pro- 
claim Him, and the impelling force of 
her proclamation; (3) Sustentation.— 
The heavenly “meat” which sustained 
Jesus while His disciples had to search 
for food; (4) Realization—The effect 
upon the men of Sychar when they saw 
and heard. Jesus for themselves. 

For lack of space and time we will 
confine this comment to Number Four. 
If you are the kind of Christian who 
wants to lead others to accept Jesus 
Christ as Saviour, keep this always in 
mind: use every means to induce your 
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“prospect” to investigate for himself a 
personal acquaintance with Jesus; to 
open his eyes to the sight of Jesus, and 
his ears to the voice of Jesus. The 
woman came running into the village, 
calling out, “Come, see a man, which 
told me all things that ever I did: is not 
this the Christ?” Her earnestness and 
the evident change which had taken 
place in her (for they knew her to be 
a wicked woman) caused those men to 
believe a very unusual Person must be 
out there at the well; and who knows, 
but He might really be the Messiah who 
was expected by the Jews! They might 
have doubted, but it was possible to go 
out and-see for themselves, so they went. 
And when they saw Him and heard Him, 
that settled it. Later they saw the woman 
again and they said to her, “Now we be- 
lieve, not because of thy saying: for we 
have heard him ourselves, and know that 
this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour 
of the world.” It is one of the amazing 
things about the Gospel, that God will 
use a poor, wretched sinner (who has

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repented and owned His name) to bring 
salvation to many others, 

I heard the saintly Dr. F. B. Meyer of 
London once say that every person has 
a door adjusted to the Infinite. It is 
there that the Saviour knocks for en- 
trance; and he spoke of the old baronial 
castles of medieval days, each having a 
jutting window over the wall from which 
the dweller could look out beyond the 
strong iron gate kept securely barred— 
for there were enemies lurking about. 
When a knock on the gate was heard the 
dweller would run up to his window 
and look to see who was knocking. If 
a friend, he would go down and unbar 
the gate; if an enemy he would run 
down and put up some more bars. The 
Lord Jesus stands outside your castle 
gate and knocks. He wants to come in. 
He says, “Behold, I stand at the door, 
and knock.” He wants you to look at 
Him—for once you take a fair look, and 
hear His voice, you will gladly open and 
let Him in. He makes it possible to see 
Him through His Word. The Bible is a 
photograph album, showing many like- 
nesses of Jesus, even as a spiritual tele- 
vision showing Him alive and in action. 
The Holy Spirit makes it possible to 
hear His voice (Rev. 3:20), revealing 
Him in many situations—knocking, call- 
ing, pleading. The tragic mistake men 
make is in refusing to look and listen. 

So this is your line of action, fellows, 
if you want to win others to Christ, 
which is the greatest privilege any Chris- 
tian can have on earth: get your prospect 
to look and see for himself. But you 
must be ‘in dead earnest. He must see 
that without a doubt you’ve got some- 
thing there, for unless you have found 
the Lord Jesus for yourself and know 
that your own salvation is secure, you 
will hardly convince others that He is 
“the chiefest among ten thousand.”

My Class of Girls

F YOU are using Mrs. Ranney’s chart, 

before class begins, hand one girl 
the key which goes on the chart, an- 
other the triangles and circles repre- 
senting the Trinity, another the names 
of the first three witnesses, and a fourth 
the emblems for the first two chapters 
of John. 

Now, girls, please put up your parts 
of the chart. Good. Everything is in 
place. Next we must put up an emblem 
to remind us of chapter 3. Why do you 
suppose it is a picture of the brazen ser- 
pent? (To remind us of Jesus’ talk with 
Nicodemus.) Right. What did He say 
to Nicodemus about it? (“And as Moses 
lifted up the serpent in ‘the wilderness, 
even so must the Son of man be lifted 
up.”’) 

Today we are going to study the fourth 
chapter of John.. Most of it is about 
Jesus and the Samaritans. You can’ see 
on the blackboard a riddle which I found 
in an English book. “The S.W. met the 
S.W. at S.W. She wasaS.W. The S.W. 
gave her S.W. and she became a S.W.” 
After we have studied the lesson we'll 
see how many of the S.W.’s you girls 
can guess. 

The Jews would have nothing to do 
with the Samaritans. The Samaritans 
were not Jews. They were descended 
from the ten tribes of Israel which broke 
away from David’s royal line in the 
reign of his grandson, Rehoboam, and 
never came back. The tribes of Judah 
and Benjamin found it hard to forgive 
them for ‘that. Worse than that many 
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of the Samaritans were not pure-blooded 
Israelites, but had intermarried with 
people of other nations whom the As- 
syrians had brought into Palestine when 
they carried most of the ten tribes away 
into captivity. So the Jews despised 
the Samaritans as a mongrel people. Not 
so with our blessed Lord! He was per- 
fect man as well as San of God, and so 
He desired to bless the Samaritans also. 

Read John 4:1-4. What does verse 4 
tell us? (That Jesus wanted to go 
through Samaria.) Read down to verse 
9. See how naturally the Saviour started 
a conversation with this woman. Then 
He went on to tell her of the living 
water He was able to give. She did 
not fully understand, but it sounded 
good, so she asked Him to give it to her. 

But before she could have the living 
water, the Samaritan woman had to be 
convicted of sin. Read verses 16-18 to 
see how the Lord Jesus reminded her 
of her sins. She had been married five 
different times, and at that time was 
living with a man who was not her hus- 
band. The woman wanted to change 
the subject from her sins, so she tried 
to start a discussion as to the proper 
place of worship. The Lord did not dis- 
cuss that with her. Instead He told 
her that God is seeking worshipers, and 
that He must be worshiped in spirit and 
in truth. 

Read what the woman said in verse 25. 
What did Jesus answer in verse 26? He 
had stirred her conscience by reminding 
her of her sins. Then He graciously told 
her that He was thé promised Messiah. 
Read verses 27-29. When the disciples 
came, the woman left her waterpot and 
hurried into the city to give'her testi- 
mony. What was the result? (Many 
of the Samaritans came out to see Jesus.) 

Verses. 30-38 tell of the conversation 
Jesus had with His disciples, while the 
woman was gone to bring her friends to 
see Him. In these eight verses the Lord 
expressed the satisfaction there is in 
doing God’s will. He said, “My meat 
{or food] is to do the will of him that 
sent me.” Food is both necessary and 
Satisfying. Doing God’s will should be 
just as important to a Christian as his 
daily food. The Lord Jesus also pointed 
out the urgency of doing God’s will. 
“The fields . . . are white already to 
harvest.” And then Christ promised a 
twofold reward to those who do God's 
will: the wages God gives to all who 
work for Him, and the joy of reaping 
fruit unto life eternal, 

Now read verses 39-42 and find out 
the result of the Samaritan woman’s tes- 
timony to the people of her village. 
(Many believed in Christ because of 
what she had said.) Many more be- 
lieved after they had heard Him for 
themselves. What did they tell the 
woman that they now knew in verse 42? 
(That Jesus was the Christ, the Saviour 
of the world.) Right. Many were saved 
directly or indirectly as a result of this 
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woman’s testimony, for without that, 
humanly speaking, it is doubtful if they 
would have heard Him for themselves. 
You and I know much more about 
Jesus than this poor woman did. Are 
we as. good soul-winners as she was? 
Do we find satisfaction in serving our 
Lord? Are we earning the promised 
reward? It will be far better than any 
earthly reward could be, and it will last 
forever! Have you tasted the joy of 
winning someone else to your Saviour? 
How many of the S.W.’s have you girls 
guessed? You got five of them? I think 
that is fine. Betty, you write down on 
the board the ones the class has guessed 
and I will supply the missing ones. Put 
capitals on the words that begin with 
“S” and those that begin with “W.” “The 
Samaritan Woman met the Saviour of 
the World at Sychar’s Well. She was a 
Sinful Woman. The Saviour of the World 
gave her Satisfying Water. She became 
a Soul Winner.” It is true that you do 
not get all these words in this fourth 
chapter of John, but you can see that 
the riddle is true. Of course “living 
water” would have been easier to guess 
than “satisfying water,” but in order 
to keep the “S.W.’s” it had to be the 
latter. And the living water is satis- 
fying, as all who drink it can testify. 
Some years ago a Chinese sent one of 
his sons to America to be educated. 
When the young man came back to 
China, among other things, he told his 
father that a feather pillow was much 
more satisfactory than the wooden block * 
which the father had used all his life. 
The father was very doubtful, but finally 
decided to try using a few feathers one 
night. Then, if the result was good 
enough, he might try a whole feather 
pillow. He spent a very uncomfortable 
night and went back to his wooden 
block without trying the whole pillow. 
Girls, don’t play with salvation, drink 
the living water and you'll find it com- 
pletely’ satisfying.

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never keep people happy and satisfied. 
But people who have the Lord Jesus 
are happy. Many times they are just 
bubbling over with joy. When they 
have Him, they can be happy even with- 
out a doll, or a bicycle, or other nice 
things. And they want to tell others! 

In today’s story the Lord Jesus is talk- 
ing to a thirsty woman. She was thirsty 
for water; she was thirsty for happiness. 
She knew where to get the water, but 
she did not know where to get happi- 
ness, though she had tried, 

After the Lord left Judea, where He 
had helped Teacher Nicodemus know 
how to get into God’s country (King- 
dom), He headed back toward His home 
country on earth, Galilee. (Use a map.) 
Most Jews would have gone way out 
around so as not to go through Samaria. 
They did not like the foreigners who 
lived there. But the Lord went straight 
through, 

All morning they had traveled. At 
last they came to a well near the little 
town of Sychar. In telling the story, 
point out that the woman kept thinking 
of water for her body, while the Lord 
was thinking of water for her thirsty 
heart. Once she had thought she would 
be perfectly happy if she’ could marry 
the man she loved. But soon she wasn’t 
happy with him. Five times she had 
married, but still she was not happy 
because her life was bad. 

The story can be illustrated on the 
flannel board. If you have no well, use 
gray construction paper to imitate a well 
curb. A seated figure would be best 
for Christ; the woman, standing, with 
a water jug; a few small houses in the 
distance could represent Sychar, or these 
may be omitted; a crowd of small figures 
of people approaching in the distance 
may be used, while Christ speaks with 
His disciples; then some people close 
about Him. Last, as Jesus (standing 
figure) and His disciples depart, pic- 
ture the people telling the woman what 
we read in verse 42. The Golden Text 
includes the Memory Verse, “This is 
indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the 
world” (John 4:42). For awards make 
small well curbs of gray paper. 

Do you see foreigners or different 
kinds of people on your trips down 
town or at school? Perhaps you can get 
acquainted with the girls or boys by 
asking them to do some little thing for 
you, as the Lord asked for a drink. Or 
you may be able to do some kindness 
for them. When you get acquainted 
enough, you might tell the story of this 
woman who was thirsty for what the 
Lord gave her. Your little flannel 
boards would make the story more in- 
teresting. Can you make a well out of 
paper, and a jug, too? I think we can 
find pictures for Christ and the woman, 
and maybe some extra people for the 
crowd. 

If you cannot tell the story to a for- 
eigner, tell it to someone or bring some- 
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one new to Sunday school, especially a 
foreigner or someone others’ do not like. 
Hear the Lord Jesus yourself by read- 
ing chapter 4 of John, not only about 
this woman, but about a dying boy. 
Learn your verse. Be ready for the 
Honor Roll next Sunday! 

And, Teacher, be ready to help any 
thirsting pupil to the Water of Life.

AN you imagine what it must be like 

to travel in a land where everyone 
who sees you hates you? How would 
you feel? Afraid? Would you go through 
the land as quickly as you could? Or 
would you travel slowly and perhaps sit 
down awhile and rest? If-you did sit 
down, would you try to stay out of sight? 
Or would you sit where people could 
see you? Would you try to talk with 
the people you saw? Think now. What 
would you do? 

Would you like to know what the 
Lord Jesus did long; long ago when He 
had to make a dangerous journey 
through a land where everyone hated 
Him and all other Jewish people? 

Of course you must remember that 
there were no airplanes, no automobiles, 
no bicycles in the Lord Jesus’ day. He 
doubtless walked whenever He went 
anywhere. In and out of villages, up 
and over the mountains, down winding 
paths, along sandy beaches, walking, walk- 
ing, walking always. Day after day after 
day He walked on and on and on. One 
day He had to walk through the land 
‘ of Samaria. And it was the Samaritan 
people who bitterly hated the Jews. 
That meant, of course, that they hated 
the Lord Jesus Christ. And the Jews 
—all but the Lord Jesus—hated the 
people of Samaria. God’s dear Son al- 
ways loved everyone, 

Having walked many dusty miles, the 
Lord Jesus was tired. Though He was 
God the Son, He was also a man. And 
so He was tired. Now He eould have 
chosen to rest out on the edge of town 
under the high, cooling trees. Or He 
might have decided that since all the 
people hated Him, He would not rest at 
all until He got through their land. But 
do you know what He did? He went 
to the most popular place in town. The 
place where almost every family was 
sure to come sometime during the day. 
It was at the well. 

You see, in those days there were no 
such things as kitchen sinks, where one 
could get big glasses of cold water from 
the spigots. There were no pumps in 
the yard, where buckets could be filled 
to overflowing. No, there were no such 
things in the days when the Lord Jesus 
lived. Instead there were deep wells. 
And every family in the town had to 
come to the well—maybe it was blocks

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and blocks away—and let their buckets 
way, way down into the water far be- 
low. And the Lord Jesus chose to sit 
and rest there at the well—perhaps the 
most important place in all the village. 

Soon a Samaritan woman came to 
draw water. But the Lord Jesus didn’t 
try to keep away from her. No. indeed! 
Instead He said a most amazing thing, 
“Give me a drink.” 

Imagine ther surprise! She had seen 
Him there, of course. She knew He was 
a Jew, for Jews look different from Sa- 
maritans. And didn’t the Jews and 
Samaritans hate one arfother? So she 
asked, “How is it that a Jew like you 
asks a Samaritan woman like me for a 
drink?” 

“Jesus answered her, ‘If you just knew 
what God has to give and who it is that 
said to you, “Give me a drink,” you 
would have been the one to ask Him, 
and He would have given you living 
water’” (John 4:10, Williams’ Transla- 
tion). 
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If only this woman had known that 
the true and living God is called a 
“fountain of living waters” (Jer, 2:13; 
17:13), she would have known at once 
that it was God the Son offering her 
“living water.” But, alas, she did not 
know that. And thus she did not know 
that He was talking about God’s eternal 
life gift. : 

So the Lord Jesus talked longer with 
her. Soon the woman realized that this 
man knew that she was a sinner. He 
knew everything she had ever, ever 
done! and He remembered all of it! 
Then it was that she began to wonder if 
He could be the Christ, the Son of the 
living God. 

She ran to the village. She told the 
people what He had said. Many at once 
believed that He must be God’s Son, 
just from what the woman had told 
them. Crowds rushed to the well. In- 
stead of hating this Jewish stranger, they 
loved Him and coaxed Him to stay. And 
He did stay for two whole days. Soon 
the Samaritans cried, “We have heard 
Him ourselves, and we know that He is 
really the Saviour of the world.”

the kind of temptation that James de- 
scribed: “But every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of his own lust, 
and enticed. Then when lust hath con- 
ceived, it bringeth forth sin: and sin, 
when it is finished, bringeth forth death” 
(1:14, 15). A certain amount of reti- 
cence in dealing with sexual matters is 
right and proper; it is Scriptural, and 
probably a divinely given safeguard. 
Paul said, “I would have you wise unto 
that which is good, and simple concern- 
ing evil” (Rom. 16:19); “For it is a shame 
even to speak of those things which are 
done of them in secret” (Eph. 5:12). Even 
among ministers and Christian workers 
the talk along these lines is sometimes 
too free. 

Doctors must diagnose and treat dis- 
ease, but they do it antiseptically. When 
they operate they take every modern 
precaution against infection. A Chris- 
tian worker ought not to delve into the 
varieties of immorality; but if he must 
investigate a special case, he should ‘do it 
under the protection of the whole armor 
of God, and guard himself as he would 
in the presence of the most contagious 
and deadly disease. 

Christian parents can help their chil- 
dren, in discussing sex matters, both by 
their example and what they say. They 
should not treat the whole subject as 
something mysterious and sinful and 
never to be talked about. With young 
’ children, it is best to answer questions 
as simply as possible when they come 
up, and then drop the matter. Young 
people should be taught that marriage 
is one of God’s best gifts to man, and 
that Satan has utterly perverted every 
aspect of the relationship. They should 
be told that the more thoroughly they 
keep themselves pure before marriage, 
the more complete will be their joy in 
this happiest of all human relationships. 
To help them keep pure, Christian par- 
ents will have to exclude from their 
homes a lot of literature that passes as 
respectable in these days, as well as cer- 
tain radio and many television programs, 
The only road to victory for Christian 
parents is the old-fashioned one of walk- 
ing closely with the Lord, taking the 
Bible as our standard, and bringing up 
our children in the nurture and admoni- 
tion of the Lord.

4. What Does the Surrendered Life 
Mean? (Gal. 2:20; Rom. 12:1; 
2 Tim. 2:19-26)

HAT excellent Bible teacher and 
Christian worker, Ruth Paxson, used 
to tell of a visit she once made to the 
home of a friend. She was made very 
comfortable in a lovely guest room in 
a wing that had been added to her 
friend’s home. It was connected by a 
single door with the main part of the 
building in which were the other rooms 
of the house. By some inadvertence, the 
catch on the connecting door was locked, 
and when Miss Paxson sought to leave 
her room to join the members of the 
family in the central part of the house 
she found that she could not do so. She 
could go out into the garden. She could 
even hear the voices of her friends, but 
she could not, until the difficulty was 
remedied, join in the family life that 
she had looked forward to and longed 
to enjoy. 
e 
Is not this a picture of the situation 
that exists in the hearts of many Chris- 
tians—perhaps in some of our hearts? 
We have seen the truth in the Word 
concerning God’s provision for sin in 
the death of His own Son on the cross. 
We have believed that Christ died for 
us, and we have welcomed Him into 
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our hearts as our Saviour. Yet some- 
how we have tried to shut Him off, for 
one reason or another, from certain 
areas of our lives. We acknowledge Him 
as an honored guest, but we do not open 
to Him every department of our lives 
and acknowledge His Lordship and con- 
trol in everything that we do.

The surrendered life to which our 
topic for this week directs our thought 
is exactly the opposite to such a partial 
yielding to the Lord Jesus Christ. It 
means a complete and absolute surrender 
of all that we are and have to His lov- 
ing control. It means that no depart- 
ment of our lives is barred from Him. 
As someone has well put it, if Christ 
is not Lord of all, He is not Lord at all. 
It means not merely asking His advice 
about something we want to do, but find- 
ing out from Him what He wants.

Notice carefully, too, in this same con- 
nection, that surrendering one’s life to 
Christ is not accepting Him as Saviour. 
These two acts may be performed at 
very nearly the same moment and, in 
the experience of many believers, this 
is the way in which they came into the 
Christian faith. But there is a distinct 
difference in the two acts. An unsaved 
person cannot surrender his life to 
Christ. When Miss Paxson’s friend in- 
vited her into her home and opened the 
door and welcomed her in, that corre- 
sponded to salvation. But when she, 
upon discovery of the locked door, threw 
it open and welcomed her friend into 
the whole house, that illustrated sur- 
render to the Lord Jesus Christ. Some 
Christians, unfortunately, go through 
life without ever letting Christ into 
every department of their lives. They 
believe on Him as their Saviour, but 
they never see the glorious truth of 
letting Him be their Lord and Master. 

The surrendered life means a reason- 
able life. Romans 12:1 calls it a “reason- 
able service” and gives, as the reasonable 
ground of such an act, the “mercies of 
God.” Long before man ever appeared 
upon this earth, God planned the first 
surrender. He surrendered His Son, 
“the Lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world” (Rev. 13:8), in order that 
there might be a Sin Bearer for man’s 
sin. In Philippians 2:6-8 we read of the 
surrender of the Son of God, who laid 
aside His glory and came down to this 
earth to live in a human body in order 
that He might redeem mankind to God. 
It is the most reasonable thing in the 
world, then, that we, for whom Christ 
died, should present to Him all that we 
are and have as a living sacrifice. 

$e 

Particularly is our surrender a reason- 
able act since it brings to us the greatest 
blessing and privilege that we can pos- 
sibly have. All too often Satan beclouds 
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our thoughts’ concerning surrender to 
God with the idea that somehow we 
will miss the best things in life if we 
yield ourselves to God’s control. We 
are fearful that God will ask us to ‘do 
something, or send us somewhere, that 
will make us miserable or unhappy. Ex- 
actly the opposite is true. God’s Word 
is full of assurance that He only asks 
for complete control in our hearts in 
order that He might fill our lives with 
blessing, joy, peace, and everything that 
is of lasting value. “No good thing will 
he withhold from them that walk up- 
rightly” (Psa. 84:11). “At thy right 
hand there are pleasures for evermore” 
(16:11). “Delight thyself also in the Lord; 
and he shall give thee the desires of 
thine heart” (37:4). This not only means 
that He will grant the desires, but that 
He will put into our hearts a desire for 
the very things that He is longing to 
give us.

The surrendered life means a life of 
victory. It is often spoken of as “the 
victorious life,” because it opens to the 
believer, not an up-and-down experience 
of victory and defeat, but a normal 
Christian experience of victory through 
the life of the Victor Himself, living and 
moving through every phase of our ex- 
istence and enabling us to live “not 
somehow, but triumphantly.” 

% 

Finally, let us see that the surrendered 
life, instead of being a life of slavery, 
as many fear it will be, is really a life 
of freedom. Everyone of us has at some 
time or in some way or other been living 
a surrendered life—surrendered either to 
sin or to righteousness. Paul knew what 
it was to live in surrender. to sin, and 
we have the record in Romans 7 of such 
an experience in which he could not do 
the things he longed to do and knew he 
should do, and yet he did the things 
that he did not want to do and knew 
were wrong. It was when Paul finally 
surrendered to the Lord Jesus Christ as 
his Lord that he came into that glorious 
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freedom that only a life surrendered to

In the light 
of the confessions of the woman and 
also the men of Samaria concerning the 
Messiahship of Christ (John 4:39-42), 
Philip was a real Gospel evangelist. 
Christ «4s the Gospel personalized. He 
is the “good news.” Christ crucified is 
our only hope of salvation. Pray for a 
fresh sight of the glory of God in the 
face of Jesus Christ. 


Sun.—Isaiah 49:8-13, 
Comfort and Compassion.
